NONVIOLENT DIRECT ACTION TO END THE ARMS RACE 


Y'know, I've read somevhere, that by some unspecified 
standard Washington County, of uhich St. Ceorge is the county 
seat, is the sest conservative county in the ost conservative 
state in the nation, which is of course Utah, by any standard. 
But due alnost entirely to the fact that negirgience and decep- 
tion on the part of the governaent during the 50's above ground 
nuclear testing in the Nev. Desert has in the years since 
‘spavned the preaature cancer deaths of hundreds of Livestock and 
more inportantly atonic veterans, neighbors and family nesters, 
the governaent has betrayed and enraged an otherwise overvhel=— 
ingly patriotic and trusting community. 

So although Southern Utahas loathe the continued testing 
mostly because of the possible health risks invdved rather than 
it's effect as a catalyst in the perpetuation of the ares race. 
‘anti-nuclear sentisents are auch sore acceptable here in Birch- 
valle than are similiar “liberal-left" causes such as enviro- 
ental and Central Anaerican issues. And so, had ve bothered to 
tell anyone, I'd like to think it would have been vith the bles- 
‘sings of our community that Rich and I ventured forth in to the 
desert to protest nuclear testing. 

Every time I go to Vegas sosething shitty usually happens. 
I've been knova to fall asleep at the wheel and burst in to 
flames for no apparent reason on sisiliar outings and this trip 
vas no exception. We left St. George at Il p.a. on February 3rd 
in Rich's car and hadn't even left the city limts when the head 
Lights started flickering on and off for 2 or 3 seconds at 3 
time due to a short in the electrical systex. By the tire ve 
reached the narrow Virgin River Gorge the headlights vere going 
off for up to 10 seconds at a tine and ve doth wondered if 
perhaps ve shouldn't raise our voices against the auclear senace 
Sone other tine. But we perservered through the darkness and 
arrived in downtown Vegas around 2 or 3 a.a. where ve vere 
pronptly escorted fron half a dozen casinos before ve finally 
ended up at the Thoaas and Mack Center around 5 a.o. at first ve 
vere the only ones there and ve thought aaybe the vnole thing 
had been cancelled since the Dept. of Energy had detonated the 
bond 2 days earlier in an atteapt to thvart the dezonstration, 
which vas originally planned to coincide with the day of the 
test, the first of 1987. But vithin the space of 20 ainutes hun 
dreds of people shoved up in cars, vans and buses. Alot of punks 
vere there, including the guys in Schizoid and soce from as far 
avay as Texas. I traded and passed out zines like there vas no 
Yonorrow while ve waited to get on one of the dozen or so buses 
vhich led the caravan of over 2000 protesters to the test site, 
about sixty-five miles north-vest of Las Yegas. The buses un- 
Joaded and ve all valked down the road to a platfora where sose 
guy Rich insisted vas in Jefferson Starship vas adjusting sicro- 
phone levels. Behind the platfora, fences sarked with "NO TRES- 
PASSING" signs extended in both directions for as far as I could 
see. There vas a shitload of reporters there and tt was hard aot 
to feel like something historically aonuzental vas about to take 


place. The fact that the test we vere trying to interfere vith 
fad siceady occured 2 days previous was a concern addressed by 
tne first speaker, Lester Grinspoon, who began by stating to 
{he effect chat just because the governsent suffered fro pre 
SSture ejacelation, they coulda't discourage over 2000 deaons 
Stratos fron coming out to the test site to show that the 
Dove tae Bails! The next couple of speakers explained the lege) 
fanifications of the civil disobedience scenario and the de- 
Tenses for those arrested. The first is the Sucemberg Principle 
IQIESAS°faSicalty that ail persons ace required by internateey, 
iow to do whatever is in their means to prevent a crise againse 
fumaicy, even if € requires commiting a lesser crine. In this 
Case te threat to humanity is the ares race and the preventive 
Seeion is non-violent civil disobedience. 

‘The second defense, and ay personal favorite, vas delivered 
by an authentic Novajo onan. It seens the governzent scammed 
the desert area which now houses the test site from the Indians 
sone tise back and theoretically, the D.0.£. has no authority to 
Say who can or con't go on the land. Consequently, the Yavajo 
Noson was on hand to usher the protesters on through the test 
Rite gate with the blessings of the tribe. Other speakers elabo- 
Fated on the specifics of the issue at hand. Like that the 
has tested atosic bombs over 700 ties since 1951, including 100 
in the atsosphere and that ve continue to test despite an 18 
sonth unilateral coratoriua on the part of the Soviets. Still 
others spoke of the money wasted on nuclear weapons, the legal 
hassles faced by dovnvinders, and the concept of sonitoring the 
validity of 2 bilateral test ban once an agreesent can be 
Yeached I read in a panplet published by the Union of Concerned 
Scientists that verification of total aras reduction is kinda 
sketchy right now but that verification of a test ban would not 
be dificult. I think any nation that can put a complicated laser 
defense systes into space ought to be able to figure out vhen 
Socebody else is testing the most poverful device ever know to 

Of course no desonstration is coaplete vithout a few token 
congresspersons and celebrities. Martin Sheen was there to offer 
2 prayer on our behalf. Also in attendence vere Robert Helltova 
Blake and Kris Kristofferson, the latter being the recipient of 
a heap o' shit the entire day for his starring role in the ABC 
Siniseries ‘Aserika'. Ironically, the handful of counter-deson- 
Strators across the way had used the Anerika-these on soze of 
their placards. Being an old dichard Cosaos fan, ay favorite 
speaker vas obviously Carl Sagan, who auch to ay delight used 
the phrase "Sillyunz and billyunz..." throughout his speech. In 
the process he pointed out the tresendous overkill potential of 
our Auclear arsenals and illustrated the counterproductivity of 
escalating the aras race vhen he said, "42 years ago the United 
‘States was the best protected nation in the vorld...Today, after 
Spending trillions of dollars on auclear veapons, the United 
States fears for her very existence.” The crowd vas supportive 
‘Of the speakers throughout the entire progran and alot of exo 
tional eneray was created. after the speeches were over, ve-vere 
divided into two groups: Those vho planned to get arrested and 
those who planned to stick around for the free concert after~ 
wards. Before ve'd arrived, Rich and I vere pretty such undecided 
as to vhich group ve'd be in, but at that point there vas really 
no choice. “shat the hell. let's get arrested." ve said in uni- 
son. The aultitudes shifted as +38 of us walked tovards the cattle 
guaré that marked the entrance to the test site. On the other 
side the lye County Sheriff's Dept. waited ispatiently. On our 
way to get in line. we bunped into Dave Whittaker, vho we set 
when the Peace March cae through St. George last year and vhoa 
ye hadn't seen since. With his vas a guy with a sohavk. Both of 
them had cone with a vanload of protesters fron SF. 

The Sheriff's Dept. had already loaded 2 school buses full 
of arrestees and shipped thes off to Beatty before our tura 
cane to cross the line. As ve approached the test site borders, 
Dave's friend turned to his and said, "Hold ay jecket. I'm going 
to go for it." and with that he charged past the cattle guard 
and took off don the road tovards the test site complex. Within 
seconds close to a dozen cops converged on hia and pinned hia to 


ABC film crews showed up in Beatty to 
get some last minute footage for their 
143 hour miniseries "Amerika’! In this 
crucial scene, Dave Whittaker (as him- 
self) and Devin Milford (played by Kris 
Kristofferson) discuss their plans to 
combat skate harrassment under Soviet 
oppression. 
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the ground, after which he allegedly bit one of ches. He was 
taken avay seperatly in a patrol car and “Assaultsng an Officer" 
vas adied to hie "Trespaseins" charse- 

jpon reaching the cattle guard, ve were greeted by an ara o! 
the Inu ano aivioed os that we sere’ o seFious danger of beating 
the lavs of Nevada and asked us not to do it. Buc being the Jount 
and foolish aisadventurers that ve are, ve did it anyway and 
plastic handcuffs vere strapped on our wrists and ve vere led 
Onto one of the buses. Some of the other protesters 


feigned death after their arrests and had co be dragged bodlily 
inte captivity. The trip to Beatty took over an hour and ve 
pessed no less than one honest-to-god vhorehouse on the say 
Prostitution is legal in Nye Councy but entering the test site is 
frowned upon. Beatty, Nevada isn't auch to look ot. After our 
arrival, ve vere woved from our buses into the town rec 
enter which doubles as a holding cell for arrestees vhen the 
need arises. Inside, the plastic handcuffs vere cut from our 
wrists and ve took 2 seat on the hard tile floor. The roos vas 
intensly overcrowded so ve were all pretty upset when Yve County 
District Attorney Phil "Donut Shop" Dunleavy announced that tt 
would be about 4 hours before the arresting officers vould arrive 
to begin booking us. Apparently the entire sheriff's dept. had 
‘stopped off at Mabel's Chicken Ranch for an afternoon of enter~ 
tainnent on their vay out to Beatty. Someone suggested that ve 
ake good use of the long hours ahead by discussing legalities. 
future acenarios, etc. This seezed like a good idea to se but it 
nostly turned out to be a chance for the self-appointed dicussion 
Leaders to stroke their egos by dictating vho could speak and 
vhat could be discussed for the resainder of our captivity. And 
when the sidetalking started to distract the official discussion, 
everyone started extending their right arms into the air in 9 
symbolically terrifying call for silence. They even vent so far 
‘82 to appled the sherriff's dept. for not making our arrests as 
theoretically unpleasant as they could have. After all, "they 
vere just doing their jobs." I vas afraid it wouldn't be long be- 
fore ve were all penning congratulatory notes to the silicry, 
ares aanufacturers, the pentagon, and President Reagan for how 
well they're fulfilling "thelr jobs.” 

Even though sone of vhat transpired kinda pissed se off. T 
did near sose terrific stories and seet sone cool people. And 
the organizations involved in the protest deserve credit for run— 
ing the whole thing pretty smoothly. After a fev hours the book~ 
ing began but it vas 4 or 5 hours after thet before Rich and T 
were processed. Me were taken into 2 rooe off to the side vhere 
we were asked to produce identification and ansver some questions 
CLeations auch like traffic tickets vere written and sug shots 
vere token. In ay sug shot, @ deputy is standing directly behind 
fe sticking out his toungue vith his thuobs in his ears, No lic. 
Our arraigneents vere set for March 16th and finally, ve vere re~ 
eased. Outside, PeaceTest officials took our nanes for their files 
and volunteers fed us our Firat neal in hours, honey & banona sand~ 
Viches vheat bread. We rode back to Vegeson chartered buses and I 


waiting casually to be arrested 


slept for the first tise in about 4B hours. Everyone vas anxious 
fo see hov the press had covered the day's events and so after ve 
Mere dropped off in North Las Vegas, we walked across the street 
Toa bar to watch the nevs. The day had been so intense, we 
Sleost expected to hear that our actions had made some revolu- 
tionary depact on the hearts and ainds of the entire nation dur- 
{ng out isolation in Beatty. But even the Veges news coverage 
turned out to be disapointingly weak and half their story vas 
focused on Dave's friend biting the sherriff"s hand. On the bus 
ride back Dave predicted that his friend would be tested for AIDS 
but I thought he vas joking. But according to the nevs, sure 
enough, they were testing his for AIDS, cuz he vas froa SF and 
had a sohavk, of course. 

"shat night Dave, Rich and I stayed at Johany and Casey 
Bang's place and as ich and I drove hone the next sorning, ve 
tried to analyze the implications of what had happened the prev 
fous day. Of course, the dark reality of it all is that even if 
Se succeed in calling attention to the test ben sovenent, our 
Struggle to end the aras race could be entirely in vain, The 
stnthiskable ‘could Aappen at any coment. Yet all things considered, 
T think the protests at the test site and others like thes are 
worthwhile activities and I vill probably participate again, 
bearing in sind that at best, these actions constitute the 
groundwork for 3 poverful grassroots soverent sized at literally 
Saving the world by dissantling the nuclear arsenals that threat~ 
fen our very existence. And at vorst, protesting is, at least on 
42 pesonal level, s healthy alternative to aop.ng around the house 
waiting for the insinent destruction of all life as we know it.
